CLAIM SUMMARY : 

1. (Original) An anti-dazzling film comprising a transparent 
substrate film and an anti-dazzling layer provided on one side 
of the transparent substrate film, 

said anti-dazzling layer comprising an ionizing 
radiation-curable resin and transparent fine particles, 

said transparent fine particles satisfying requirements 
represented by formulae (I) and (II) : 

2.0 jum < d50% < 5.0 |im (I) 

0.5 ^tm < (d84% - dl6%) /2 < 1.2 urn (II) 
wherein d84% represents a particle diameter corresponding to a 
point of 84% in a cumulative curve of a particle size 
distribution assuming that the total weight of the transparent 
fine particles is 100%; d50% represents a particle diameter 
corresponding to a point of 50% in said cumulative curve of a 
particle size distribution; and dl6% represents a particle 
diameter corresponding to a point of 16% in said cumulative 
curve of a particle size distribution. 

2. (Original) An anti-dazzling film comprising a transparent 
substrate film and an anti-dazzling layer provided on one side 
of the transparent substrate film, 
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said anti-dazzling layer comprising an ionizing 
radiation-curable resin and transparent: fine particles, 

said transparent fine particles satisfying requirements 
represented by formulae (III) and (IV) : 

3.5 jam < d50% < 5.0 jam (III) 
0.8 |am < (d84% - dl6%) /2 < 1.0 (IV) 
wherein d84% represents a particle diameter corresponding to a 
point of 84% in a cumulative curve of a particle size 
distribution assuming that the total weight of the transparent 
fine particles is 100%; d50% represents a particle diameter 
corresponding to a point of 50% in said cumulative curve of a 
particle size distribution; and dl6% represents a particle 
diameter corresponding to a point of 16% in said cumulative 
curve of a particle size distribution. 

3. (Presently Amended) The anti-dazzling film according to 
claim 1 or 2 , wherein two or more types of transparent fine 
particles are used as the transparent fine particles . 

4. (Presently Amended) The anti-dazzling film according to 
claim 1 or 2 , wherein said ionizing radiation-curable resin 
comprises a polyf unctional acrylate monomer. 
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Claims 1-4, as amended, remain herein. Claims 3 and 4 
have been amended hereby.
